Violent Storm Sweeps Coast of Nova

Halifax, N. S., Nov. 6.— Dispatches 
have been pouring into this city all 
day bringing rn ws of vessels wrecked 
or in distress, of wires prostrated and 
of damage done bv gale and sea along 
the coasts of Nova Scotia, Cape Bre­ 
ton, New Brunswick and Prince Ed­ 
ward Island. 
Four vessels were driven 
ashore. 
The storm was

Northumberland strait. Two schooners 
and o n e bark were 
swept 
aground 
there 
and

wrecked near tire eastern entrance. 
The Windsor, N. S., schooner Ome 
ga lost her sails on Wednesday last 
when off Charlottetown and the seas 
washing over lier carried away hoi 
cabins and deck load.

finally 
brought up on the rocks at Fox point, 
err the northern coast of Nova Scotia.
